WASHINGTON, Oct. 23—Genera] 
Hugh Johnson has definitely fixed 
the ‘date for his retirement. 


He will await the reconvening 
of Congress, face the attacks—if 
any—that members of that pods 
have whispered about, and. then 
step out. His old office with Barney 
Baruch, redecorated and refurnish- 
ed, is all ready for his return. 


Johnson will leave voluntarily. 
His relations with the President are 
now of the very‘best, in fact better 
than they have ever been. This is 
the result of a long private talk the 
two men had in New York a few 
weeks ago. 

Theyre was a recent occasion, how- 
ever, when Johnson was ready to 
call “quits.” The storm broke when 
the’ President turned the reel 

\ 


tration of the oil code over to Sec- 
retary Ickes. 


Johnson had borne the brunt of 
the terrific struggle in writing. the 
oil code. So when the President 
turned its administration over to 
another man, and placed on the Oil 
Planning committee men who had 
fought Johnson in the code nego- 
tiations, he felt he had lost Roose- 
véelt’s confidence. 

‘ With characteristic bluntness he 
went to the White ‘House, ‘proffered 


his resignation. 


The President wouldn't hear of 
it. He patted Johnson on’ the back, 
kidded with him a little, insisted 
that he withdraw the resignation. 

This is one reason why Roose- 
velt recently came out for prison 
sentences for NRA chiselers, is now 
100 percent behind the NRA.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23—Presideni | 
Roosevelt today affixed his signa- 
ture to the retail code, which a 


shadowed all other developments 
at the headquarters of industria} 
administration. 


Here are some of the main points 
of the-retail code, signed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt: 

Employes shall have the rizht to 
organize an? bargain collectively. 

No employee and no one seeking 
employmen’ will be required to join 
any company: union; employers 
comply with the Inaxium 
hours of employment set under the 
code, 

No child labor can he employed. 

Basic hours for stores in cities; 
over 3500 population is set at not 
less than 52 hours per week and not 
more than 63 hours per week. Em. | 
ployes must not be warked more | 
than 48 hours per week. Waves :

a period not to 
exceed three months 
summer: but working hours must 
be reduced. Wages of executives 
and employes were set for all sec- 
tions. 

This basic hour code wil] not be 
applicable,. however, to stores in 
cities under 2500 population. These ; 
stores may work their employes ag 
‘long as they wish, but wage scales 
must be met. 

“LO8s leaders” used by stores to| 
attract patronage, will be reall 
ly prohibited. ‘Stores, however, may 
sell certain articles at no profit, | 
‘providing however that allowance is 
made in the selling priee-to cover’ 
cost of the labor. in making and! 
selling the article. 

Misrepresentation of facts in any | 
form of advertising is prohibited. | 

‘No retailer can buy. sell or 
change articles which do not 
an NR‘A label.
